Pursuant to regulation 32 of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Regulations 1994 the film 
poster entitled: 

Carol Lynn Bizarre The Candidate 

is Not Approved. 


if approval refused, the reasons for the decision: 

In accordance with Reg28, the Classification Office is required to consider whether the video slick 
would be likely to be classified as objectionable under s23 of the Act if the video slick was 
submitted under si 3(1) of the Act for classification. In terms of s23 of the Act, classification 
requires the Office to examine the publication and take into account the matters referred to in s3 of 
the Act. 

The video slick contains photographs of people in poses of torture and bondage. In two 
photographs, a man is tightly restrained; in one of these a woman poses by him with a whip. One 
photograph, of which the details are somewhat obscured by the ad hoc application of felt pen on 
the video slick sent in for approval, appears to show a woman in a sexual pose placing her feet on 
another person’s midriff, in sexual conduct of a degrading nature. The large photograph on the 
front cover degrades and dehumanises the woman depicted by showing only her semi-naked 
body. The video slick is intended as promotional material, and contains nudity. The depictions of 
torturous devices and suggestions of extreme sexual practices, together with the degrading 
activities and the degrading and dehumanising treatment of persons, in this promotional context 
mean that the availability of the video slick is likely to be injurious to the public good. Therefore 
the video slick is not approved.
